Mr. Kinney, in accepting the gavel from retiring-Moyor J. Milt¬ 
on Steinberger, expressed thanks to Sierra Madreons in reelect¬ 
ing him as a Councilman, and to the Council for electing him 
mayor. 

Other new C o u n c i Im e n 
sworn in by City Clerk Law¬ 
rence B. Brain were Noren Eat¬ 
on and Alexander Black. Henry 
Nuetzel is the second retirinj?; 

Councilman. 

Earlier in the meeting, Mr. 

Steinberger had thanked resi¬ 
dents for their support during 
his term of office and pointed 
out a few things he and the 
outgoing Council had accom¬ 
plished. 

"Of course," he admitted, 

“we were stymied at the out¬ 
set by the prolonged "Battle 
of the Dogs.” 

“Thanks to former City En¬ 
gineer Joe Hurley and City At¬ 
torney Tom Reynolds, Sierra 
Madre now has a sewer trunk 
line extending from the city 
limits to Hermosa avenue— at 
no additional expense to the 
t a X p a y e r,” Mr. Steinberger 
said. 

He explained that much nec¬ 
essary pre 1 i m i n a T y ground 
work has been done in the way 
of improved streets, and resi¬ 
dents may expect to see "action 
along these lines very .soon.”

Only thing is that you 
would have gone to jail. But 
then, had the state not been 
notified, the "City" might have 
gone to jaiL Fortunately, the 
state considered Shatto's little 
blunder an honest one.

Donald C. Ashmore, for 26 
years a resident of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre. passed away early Sunday 
morning, apparently the victim 
of a heart attack. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ashmore had 
enjoyed dinner Saturday eve¬ 
ning at the home of their 
daughter and son-in-law, Mr. 
and Mrs. Emmett Black, 477 N. 
Baldwin avenue. 

Upon returning to their 
home in Altadena, however, Mr. 
Ashmore was stricken and was 
rushed to the hospital, where 
he died within a few hours. 

Born in Ashmore, Ill., Mr. 
Ashmore moved to Sierra Ma¬ 
dre in 1911, shortly after com¬ 
pleting his course in optometry. 
He practiced his profession in 
Pasadena, Los Angeles, Hono¬ 
lulu and Sacramento. Since 
1937, the couple had been mak¬ 
ing their home in Altadena. 

During his residence here, Mr. 
Ashmore was prominent in sev¬ 
eral community affairs. He 
was master of Sierra Madre 
Lodge No. 408, F. A. M. in 
1925—the year the Masonic 
Temple was built and dedi¬ 
cated.

A year ago, population of Si¬ 
erra Madre was estimated at 
7302, which indicates a gain of 
136 persons for the year.

They place Mon¬ 
rovia at 20,721.

A dramatic increase in postal 
receipts during March was re¬ 
ported last week by Sierra Ma- 
dre Postmaster Eddie D. Rob¬ 
ertson. 

The increase—36.5 per cent 
over March of 1949 —represents 
a $1,960.08 boost in postal re¬ 
ceipts. 

During last month, the local 
Post Office recorded $7,331.57 
in receipts, as compared with 
$5,371.49 in March of last year. 

For the first three months of 
1950, Mr. Robertson announces 
a 20.4 per cent increase over 
the same period in 1949. A 
total of $19,122.40 in receipts 
were recorded, as compared 
with $15,880.87 in 1949. 

One important reason for the 
large increases, according to 
Mr. Robertson, was the heavy 
mailing of A. L. Harris, 734 
Fairvlew.
